Dallas. Tex., Nov. 22— President Kennedy was mortally wounded by a rifle bullet at 12:31 
P. M. (1:31 P. M. New York time) today as he rode in an open convertible limousine leading a 
motorcade through the streets of Dallas. He died in Parkland Hospital 29 minutes later. Gov. 
John Connally of Texas was gravely wounded by the same assassin while seated directly in

The sudden death of Kennedy, 46. the nation's young- 
e.-: elected President, stunned the nation. 

The assassination left the ciifaen* of Dallas in shock. 
They had just begun to congrattdate themselves on giving 
a dignified, friendly reception to the President, particu- 
larly after the humiliation of the Adlni Stevenson incident 
J ust last month. On Oct. 21. Stevenson, I’.S. amlwssador 
to the United Nations, was spat upon and struck with n 
picket sign here. 

All Taken by Surprise 

The swiftness of the attack caught Secret Servicemen 
and motorcycle outriders by surprise. They quickly un- 
limbered automatic rifles and pistols, but it was too late. 
Kennedy was dying. 

Mrs Kennedy cradled her husband's bloodsonked head 
in her arms as the limousine rushed to Parkland Hospital. 
She had screamed in horror. "Oh, no!" as the ahots rang 
out and he slumped dow n, but she did not give way to hys- 
teria. She repeated unbelievingly, again and again, "Oh, no H 

Even as the ettr arrived at the hospital, a hurry-up call 
was sent ou' for blood and for top specialists. But the Pre- 
sident died without regaining consciousness.

Top city police with many years of expe- 
rience in guarding Presidents and visiting 
heads of state said yesterday that President 
Kennedy took too many chances. 

On Nov. 14 — eight days before the as- 
sassin’s bullet struck him down— the President 
rode through New York City without a motor- 
cycle escort and with fewer guards than police 
and the Secret Service wanted him to have. 

Authorities believed that Kennedy was too 
responsive to criticism for his own good. 

Heavily Guarded Until Last Week 
A frequent visitor to New York City, the 
President until butt week had been heavily 



guarded, had a motorcycle escort, and traveled 
heavily-guarded streets which had been cleared 
of other traffic to make way for him. 

There were those who spoke disparagingly 
of the interruption of normal living occasioned 
by the President’s visits, and this disturbed him. 

Smnll Guard Not Enough for Safety 
lie Insisted last week that there be no 
motorcycle escort and that his motorcade atop 
for traffic lights. His principal protection on 
the ride from LaGuardia Field to the Hotel 
Carlyle. 76th St. and Madison Ave., was two 
city police cars in front of his limousine and 
one car with Secret Service men immediately 
behind the limousine. 



During the ride into Manhattan, cars con- 
taining newsmen on occasion came dangerously 
close to the side of the President's car before 
being waved off. While the President’s ear was 
stopped for a red light at 72d St. and Madison 
Ave., an amateur photographer stepped up close 
and took pictures before he was chased off. 

All this was dear evidence to security men 
that the small guard insisted upon by the 
President was not adequate to insure his safety. 

Queried on this point, Police Commissioner 
Michael Murphy officially said, "No comment." 
But those close to him knew that he and his 
top brass and the Secret Service were deeply 
concerned.

He was picked as Vice Presi- 
dent to the surprise of almost 
everybody, including himself, foj 
he had fought an aggressive cam- 
paign acainat Kennedy. Then 
Johnson in his grimly serious 
way— there isn't a Jot of humor 
sl*out the man— set out deter- 
minedly to see that he would not 
heroin# like former Vic# Proai- 
ilenta, men with littla to do ex- 
cept slide downhill into obscurity.

— and aimed at the heart of this 
country. 

Moving with certainty, he de- 
manded that Krushchev remuva 
the missiles, ordered a naval 
quarantine on such offensive 
weapons being sent to Cub* and 
turned the southern tip of Florida 
into an armed camp. 

For five days a tense world 
waited, then heaved a huge sigh 
of relief when Khrushchev an- 
nounced he had ordered work 
•topped on the Cuban mfsstla 
bases, that the offensive missiles 
In Cuba would tie crated and re- 
turned to the Soviet Union, amt 
that the United Nations could 
verify the dismantling.

The Federal Bureau of Investigation moved into the 
rase at once. It is a certainty that the FBI's hunt for the 
killer will l>e skilled and relentless. We hope — we pray, 
indeed — that it may be successful. 

President Kennedy was succeeded at once by — 

VICE PRESIDENT JOHNSON 

— who was at first rumored to have been slightly wounded 
but later turned out to he safe and sound.

LBJ Luck LBJ. as he is affectionately called. 

knows his way around Washington, and 
particularly around the powerful and sometimes persnickety 
U.B. Senate. 

In wishing him luck in his new post — the most power- 
ful secular office on earth — we are merely wishing the 
nation luck, because a nation's luck habitually goes up and 
down with that of its Chief Executive. 

We’ll refrain from offering the new President any 
advice at this time, strong though the temptation b and 
good though the advice might be. 

Instead, well make a few remarks on the — 

IDIOCY OF ASSASSINATION 

— as a means of gaining desired ends in a republic. 

Assassination has Us uses in such backward countries 
aa Red Russia and Red China. One could indeed, if pressed, 
nominate several choice candidates for such treatment in 
t. \l/ i both of those nations. 

It Works Uut In a country such as ours, though. 
In Reverse assassination tends only to weaken 
the cause for which the killer kills. 

A prime illustration of this fact was the murder of 
President Abraham Lincoln by John Wilkes Booth a few 
days after the Civil War ended in victory for the Union. 

Booth thought he was killing a tyrant. In fact, he 
killed one of the best friends the conquered South had 
Lincoln wanted to treat the South like a prodigal son. 

His death only put the South’s fiercest Northern 
enemies m charge, and his successor— Andrew Johnson— 
their plans to clamp assorted 
shackles on the South and keep them there for yean. 

We shall see what the consequences of the assassina- 
tion ot President Kennedy will be. May he rest in peace, 
as a nation mourns.
